Electricity for the Koprivnice plant is produced partly by the plant's 
own power works and partly by the Moravian-Silesian Power Werks in 
Moravaka Ostrava (P50/059). The factory produces ite own steam for 
the turbines and for heating, and coal gas for use in the smithrand 
hardening furnaces. 
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There is a shortage of ba)l-bearings, imported primarily from Switz~ 
erland, Italy and Austria, as well as ef sast iron and other 
metals. 


There is a factory workers' militia of two companies under the 
command of Frantisek Keisler, the gatekeeper and a convineed Comm: 
nist. His deputy is Lichnevsky. The militia is armed but has 
practically ne training.
